Washington.—Observers here gen­ 
erally have thought it only a m at­ 
ter of time before M arriner S. E c­ 
cles of Utah would be found invested 
with one of the biggest titles under 
the “new deal.” 
His elevation by President Roose­ 
velt to governor of the federal re­ 
serve board more than fulfills this 
expectation. 
Eccles first attracted the attention 
of official Washington a few days 
prior to the inauguration of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt when he appeared as 
a witness before the senate finance 
committee to give his ideas to what 
should be done to put this country 
and the world on a stable economic 
basis. 
His suggestions were so drastic 
that they were criticized in some 
quarters as “high-strung and ex­ 
travagant.”

were unemployment relief, greater 
public works expenditures, the do­ 
mestic allotm ent farm relief plan 
and the refinancing cf farm mort­ 
gages. 
He was specific in some of his 
proposals. 
For example, he advo­ 
cated 
giving 
the

outright 
$500,000,000 on a per capita basis to 
meet unemployment relief for the 
! remainder of th at year. 
He said 
government funds for construction 
activities 
should 
be 
increased 
to 
$2,500,000,000 for public works loans 
at low interest rates. 
In a word, Eccles' program as a 
whole proved to be almost identical 
with th at of the “new deal.” 
In January of 1934 he was made 
an assistant to Secretary Morgen- 
thau as a treasury bason represen­ 
tative with other agencies having to 
do with banking and finance.
